DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments Amendment 

Applicant's arguments filed 3/31/09, with respect to the examiner's assertion that 
Midwest Gromaster teaches supply and removal of water through one line have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. 

The 35 USC § 103 rejection of claims 1, 4-12, 14-17 and 21-26 has been 
withdrawn. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 19 
and 20 directed to species non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 19 and 20 
have been cancelled. 


Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,4-10, 12, 14-17, and 21-26 are allowed. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant points out that Midwest teaches a supply line and a drain line; after 
further consideration and inspection of Midwest, specifically to the Typical Installation 
with "HS" Table Valve and Return Valve information sheet, the examiner acknowledges 
the recitation of "there is a fill (pressurized from system pump) and a gravity drain 
line". 

As Midwest does not teach supply and removal of water through one line as 
claimed, there is also therefore no basis for a showing of obviousness as to an 
overhead pipe system connected to a plant tray in order to deliver and remove water 
from the tray as claimed. 


Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
